Also understand tliat I an aware 
that vnth t.ie conditions of ny life I may succeed in conveying the op osite of wliat intend 
from Imsto, from fatigue, from emption, or simpjy from the length of explanations, ' 

Yo date, 1 have neitlier pnaliandled you nor anyone else, I go as such a pace, I can't 
recall what ■crig.;ered tiiis reaction frora you. But the fact is tiiat rather tkui seeldrig a 
subsidy from those able to make it, if only in return for what they have asked of me and 
I Iiave done fajoTM them, they liave not paid what for me today arc considerable sums. You'd 
be surprised at vjrho some of tliese are and the entent of tlieir vfeaiih, f/hen 1 iiave been forced 
to borrow, I've only once asked any critic to lend me anytliing. I'll in.vcr do it again, not 
v/ith the hiimiiliation I suffered as a result, I tliiidc you aru entitled to an explan, .tion, for 
^ou seem to liave mi sunde radio od (and I intend no subtle crack here, I moan it straight), I have 
to pay my bank, wiiich holds most but not all of dijjl indebtedness, ;;>1,250 a year on principal 
and abouG B400 dm interest. There came a tine aysar of so ago v^hen moneys due me had not 
readied me and this money v;as due, knowing this time was near and being i/itii Bud, who vra^itod 
to talk to ::.G, instead of leaving to go to sec old friends who had alv/ays and vfould then 
liavo loaned me money, I asked Bud for the B400 for less than a month, Bart of tiiis was then 
in tin- mail to me and lost, the o dier part due to be sent for some liiinor writing v/itliin a 
matter of about tvio weeks ana W£;.s then in the channels of jL>ayment witliin that corporation. 

Bud told me he didn't iiave it, -^ou auj I both knoo that is false, I said no nior-., not even 
.^bout tiiv. i^ioney, unbelievably. Bud actually ov/ed and still owes mo, i/liich is another story 
r'll no burden you with, buu it xias much to do witii i.iy attitudes. Well, I felt 1 liad to 
stay, ana consult with Bud as he then desirea, for a reason i do not recall, :uia thus i \/as 
not able to see the old friend from v/hom I had always been able to get the helo to get over 
these recurring emergencies. As a result I had to malce an extra trip to Ivasliington witliin a 
few days, oiay to borrow the money, ^pincldlnr; eith that. Bud again asko. mo to meet with 
him, I went first to the place of business of this friend of many years, “"e lias a rer-taurant, 

-io was ill mid resting in liis office, I waited for liiia to come out until tjio time I ’was 

due at riud's, then 1 left and rushea to Bud's office, a fiiteen-ninut • walk, gottiig; there 
our of breath, he asked v/hy, I told liim mid also Sc^id I'd have to leave by a certain time 

to o-t to se.. tills fri.nid, who 1 knew would be up for liis noonday trade. But askvA me liow long 

I expected to need the money and 1 told iiim about two to tliree vreoks, depending on how long 
it took the lost check to be found miu the other to go through booklceeping, ho offered- 
I did not again ask iiim- to lend mo tlds sum, I accepted it, and without having to rsuli back 
to my fricnd&s, stayed for the conference he d^cired. About 10 days later 1 got one of 
these checks, I dopocitv.d it, drew' a sum for the exact amount, for my account woula then 
cover it, miu a day or t .o later, when Bud was not in, 1 ft it with liis secretary, tolling 
her tliat as soun as th^^ other Came, I'd pay tlie balance. Bud returned to his office, returned 
th. check v/ith a most insulting not about subsidies, and if you want to sec* the kind of 
humiliations over and above the pverty I elect to v/liich I am neodlesslt subjected, I’oo send 
you a photocopy, './hen, v/itliin the time I liad estimated, probably no mor^; th ,n tlireo days 
aft r till;:, insulting l.,rter, I got the second check, I mailed Bud tim. repayment in full. One 
or t\/o OGhcr cases cmi expand tiiis, bmt I regard it as unnecessary, I recall no other case 
in Wiiich I have asicod a critic for any finmicial help I can show you thousands oiiat are 
ov/ed me by critics, literally thousands in the plural. But I ask for no money, and 1 do 
v/ithouto This also means that the work I do is thus v/anting. Infrequently, a few friends send 
me L'linor contributions, v/hon they can afford it, Tq the best of my knov/ledge, of the critics 
and friends of tlie critics, tliese are those least able to afford it midm to ;)ut it on a 
different basis, these contribuGions do noo begin to cover my a^btual costs in cash alone of 
providing for those v/ho chose to come liere and consult mu files or for tlie copies of documents 
they ask of me, 3o, lot the record be clear, f have asked no financial help from you. Let it 
also bo clear that you liave no obligation to help me financially, V/liatover I said dio. not 
have tills as its purpose. In a seven-and-a-half page letter I said much. The one thing I can 


say and exaect you to understand is tiiat if i took tids nuch xiiao x nud to iiavo soko serious 
purpose. ^OM apoear to nave not detected it or to have av,ddea iv or i to lia.vo made xt 
unclear ur liidden it with an effort to put other tidue-s into a context you also appear not 
to have correctly divined* 

1 ,'liat 1 did repeat a request for, what you repeatedly proraisod no and ^lave^aot -Lven, 
you irnore. it is a couple of pages on spectres and n-a tests. I leave you witn that,^ but 
'Whether or not. you promised it, as you did, why if you have all t!ds g'JC’wat s^i-parhy lor my 
plight, have I luid to v;ritc you so damned many times without getting it to tlds day, after 
X iiave completou t’nat writin^^-' As I said, your telling me how great I aia xs som^tldug x do 
not need and can*t aorve the sane purpose* 

h'liat does concsi'n me is tliat you did not consult -with me prior to xixii,iatin^ a request 
to seo the pictures and ^d-rays, wldlo you did considt with others who to your kiio'wleaged ^ 
lack the knowledge i iiave. What also concerns me is that your au-extude xs Ixkc iialxb^.on s 
on climbing an a^jp just to spit from the top, it was there, lou ahe, 'X-rf orco , aoiu; Ixt .le 
original work in tile field, fius is not to fault you. 'W life aiui. otiier co,x_^omcnts 
liavo precluded tliat. 3ut iia as a responsible i.ian, after the passxng oi all tuxs u^.e, ou^ht 
you noi: bo asking wiiut id.ll hapiien if I am accepted and alloweu to vxew ohxs ixlmr wah xo 
bo tliat you are so lading in political understanding or tiie rcalxtxes ox modern lx e in x 
U.3. or the problems faced by th,,se responsible for this monstrous xlscariaage tlmt i 
Eii.viit bo just a bit more than .your being able to come out and si^. they do not support c.ne 
ofheial fiction or wiiat 1 toiov; if you see the genuine stuff you will oe able to say^ x 
destroys it? I liavo been telling you for more than a year that ^ iiave juci, tins prooi and_^ 
those readings in my possession and 1 have boon aslcing you, fruitlessly, to coma aiie see xo. 
Jo, aside froxi personal publicity, whicii all htmans liice, uia a bit oi puulxc rclatioiis, 
wliat are tin other possibl.- couscquonces? X tiiinlt you Iiave gxoen tins no uiioug.i, - 
•■'ou should, .'ind I tiiinlc, regardless of the odds, wliich can be argued, you nui i-xw rxon of 
madcing of youx-self another barrison. I'liis .1 woiuu liki to avpid for you aoidor us. Aou 
lust haven't tliought tliib tiirough and porliaps may not be in a position to, i3u. wliat is^ 
lading in youi- letter is any inquiry about wiiat I vias driving- at. no you next.xr imaer- 
staiid it or, from your lettor, want to. It is real, not imagination on uy part. .hat ohe 
odss are can bo argued, but arc tliere any odds worth tne risk if your seeing- tnem can oe 
counterproductive? 

I will not again talco the time of tiie first leoter or tnai; ol time to'r xurmier ^ 
correspondence on tiis. Xou ar..- a free agxnt can can do or nov do wiiatovor it is tiiax yo^ 
want to do' or not do. but you are now avraro of at least one man s opinion bhai; unt^mmi ^.ly 
or for wiiatover other reason, widen can include so unwrothy a kocxve as aii ego kic^, you 
persist in doing w'lat cun bo wrong, xhid hurtful, fo this I add that I don t thxm: you can 
^lame anyone as conversant witli the political raiifications of this in tlie_ overall or ^ 
spofiifically, from wliat x liavo already coa.unicatod to you, with the dotaileu lUiow-ouge o 
the modical'^evidencG and what relates to it. x therefore ask myself wlij^ aoos oyril consult 
idth others iind not me, and to tids I can find no comforting answer, ilonco on tins oasis 
alone, can you L'lndorstaud tliat xdght liold some ap rehensions? 

I cmi't continue this indefinitely, fhoro is mucii I'd line to address but oacii tiling 
I do is at tile cost of angftlier, ana at my age I iiave for too many years bx-on woivmn.g- too 
Ion • a day imder too many adverse conditions and severe nervous strains, xuero 
ph-rasos you used to 'whicli I id.ll mako specific comment. "Cn the contrary, x feel tha. 
have always been friendly and cooperative ti-ioard you during tiiese few years, now aoout 
tlic converse? You have given me no inforxiation. I have given you much, oujiave been iri y 
i.n saying nice things, but of the tldngs witidn your capaoility, tins was .no xsast helpm 
Sneain;- mo tids simple thing x asked and iiah to write for repeateuly -.■itnou. gottin^, woul 
have tod some meaning, I repeat, to date you have not done it. In this context, x sicip to 
w.tot I saw at the bottom, "However, I never tliought of insulting you bji oxxierm^ xeney. 

Home, now, Vyril. it insults a dro-wning i;;axi to point a pole at irma? It^insid.sj-ie .o 
if you ccji pay for some of tiie xeroxing 1 get done a. the ..rchives taa. -touuxios » 

for some of tlis pictures I tove stored with you, not th. other way aroiuid. Let mo auu .nat 
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should, yoii not "inGult" me by sendin^j me a check, I’ll return it oroiapbly, 

i^y reason for su,:\:jostin:^ that you refrain and tliinlc is not at all be(iause, to paraplirase 
yojr ..orris, I tlii k I aiu onto ..ome thing big. It has to do witli the conscqu'-.;nces you have 
not considered and appear to be det .rnined no to. I also suggest tl;at it is not wliat I aja 
onto but ehat i iiave and have in a viritten book, so you should also unclorstana tliat it ..ill 
help me, not hurt rae, should you see tliis film and come out and r.ialce a stink, i have tiiat 
book all written. *^hus :ay reasons are the Q£>jjOsite of selfish. To the best of my laiov;lodgce 
I ara not only the only one \ihc'.o has such a book, but the only one ^;ho can. 

I dpn t thdLniv you vzant to think. I aia mom tlian ov^ry convinced tii^it you seek gloi^’^. 

But on die chaiice I am 'V/rong, let me suggest that you ask yourself aiicthor question: is 
there anytiiing that malces you different from all the others who nay ask, anci I assume tliat 
nut Nicliols will? Is t;.ere any basis for believeing that there is more iiazard in one uliose 
cmdentials are as unique as yours and whose position is? Is there one other of your 
discipline vdio can duplicate you/ I tliinl: this is part of vrhat you should bo assessin.g. 

There is a question of whether or not you will or can be deceived. There is no 
question but tliat if you see any of the real film, you will appreciate at least enough of 
wliat it shows. That you caai fully ap reciatc it is another natrer, and can you wonder 
that I vender that you have not talcen the steps required co bo in a position to derive 
full ap preciation? There is but one possible source, find that is tiu. one of vdiich 1 laiow 
you liave not consulted. *^ou have been in consultation with those v/ho can*t you tliis 

information, including’ one for whom respect and admiration is w tiioiit limit, but tliese 
are mb substitutes for siieoific iaiovdedged. now, put yourself in iiy position and ask your- 
self if you would be v/ithout tlie question 1 h ve? On even tlie overlyOsi: :plif ied basis of 
motive? 

If 1 xiavv- said I expect o ehers to sucsidize my v/ork, your words on page 2, I aLi not 
aware ox' it. I t:jiiik you xiisuiiderstood sox.etiiing. I can show you letters in which I 
r-etui'ned checks from pooplu I tnoughc might iiot be able to afford wfaat smilLl suras they 
snet mo. Bor do I tliinlc it relevant to say tliat becaus> you have mdde no money from your 
work on the case, tliat is the soIl. basis for being able to help, as v/ith iiaicing it pos. ible 
for mo to buy prints and xeroxes. iUid as -s- Iiave been bescochimy you to come and seo wliat 
I luivo, as you well laiov/, I Iiave laade my work freely available to others, in only a few 
cases with any restrictions. But in no case liavc I over refused any sorious ritic access 
to all tlL.t Iiave, I have at ny own cost supplied all copies asxea of me (,as very few others 
uo) and also at ny own cost have arranged for the depositing, of duplicates with those 1 
have felt I could trust. Bo, in real te rras, the question is not at all cither of a personal 
subsidy, the offeiisivo basis on wlrLch you put it, or of others helping the p;nora, cause 
V7ith only profits from v/liat can’t be profitable work. But so tiiat the recorc can be further 
clear- and tliis nobody owes me anytliing for, it is my own election- recently v/hen I v/as 
preparing an affidavit to be recognized in forma pauperis I stopped calculating ny nobt 
V7hen it exceeded the assessed value of my property, v/hun it was so-..e oiling over B50,000, 
and then did not include all of tliis debt. have been without income for seven years. Bo 
you doubt tliat lilco you I could make a decent living, could pick a fev 7 of the cruiabs of life 
along the way? The one tiling anyone, including you, v/ho pretends any seidous interest in the 
case does ov/e me is not to give me genuine insult, not the fraudul-,nt one you su,;,;ested. 

iou loiov/, it also comes v/ith poor grace for you to protest how busy you ar^x v/hen you 
pretend a genuine interest in discovering truth, for e^aimple, in refusing to be a teolmical 
expert in a suit when I asked you, simply ‘because you are busy. Tou are not as busy as 1, nor 
is anyone else of v/hom 1 laiow. I say tliis not for credit, for tiiat also is my .lection, “^ester- 
day i v/orked almost 22 hoiu’s. iind I’ve been doing' tliis for seven years, ^ iiave to ucll a 
doctor the probable cost? I also v/rote you ana told you I lias liit upon a formula v/ith wliicli v/e 
could both breaic the case v/ide open, and to date you iiave not responded, not even csllod 
t® ask me v/liat it is. Boverse tllt^ positions and ask yourself if you woulu be v/itheut question* 
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V/ithout doubt I did personalize, but my purposes were not those you attribute. I 
cannot fairly say you are v/ithout some justification intaldn.- it the v/:.y you seem to have. 
Unfortuiiately, 1 can afford tlio lioxury of talcing time- to reread what ^ v/rite, I worK hours 
no sensible iiian v/ould or should, and one of the inevitablG consequences is a risk of mis— 
speciking, uiiclarity or giving the v/rong impression, ‘‘hen yesterday d began \Joncing again 
an hour and a Imlf after I had gone to bed, I ran such a risk. Vdien I start work at 4 
a.m. as often I do, wliicli give me only sliglitly more sleep, the same consequences are 
real, as I can undersatd. "^liis can, as I also uinb^rstand, lead to giving v/rong or false • 
improssioiis. Hy purpose, as best I can novr recall luy ddressing that part, v/as to ask a 
searcliing of the .oul, to csk if all the consequnees couls be only positive, if all those 
things others have done, including v/ith their money (\/liich v-acii, without uquoi;, has tlie 
right to spend as ho or she v/ill) accomplished the purposes intended and v/lmther, in fact, 
tney could of. I also v/anted aiid want you to imow tiiat I iiave not ruined my life for the 
future for these inany long past years for a futility, to li^ve the v/hole tiling ruined 
by anyone if I can can anytliing about it, regardless of the puidty of motive of anyone. 

I tiiinic I used the figure of paving roads to liell. V/o have too many already* 

Cyril, you are as strong-willed as you ar intc'lligent and will do v/liat you v/anti 
There is ikio tiling I can do about that. I hseve, v/Mtk.r or not in the v/ay you would like, 
undertaken t\/o tilings: to make you the beneficiary of an enormous and costly labor by me 
U^&thut asking for a cent in return, depite your gratuitous insult on tliis scor^, and tiiis 
have iiave declined; and 1 iiave undertaken to llert you to wiiat you v/ili in tii:ie come to 
regard as a s rious mistake if it acliioves the potential that is possible. I can and I 
will do no more. Tliis includes going i/ithout another minute .of sleep to carry e ither 
forv/ard, to give up constructive i/ork for tir^- same purposes. You v/ill do as you v/ill in 
any uvent. ll.at you h .vo not luicl-rtaicen to even sug gest you raght be interest in iaiov/iug 
v/liat I fv.ar I read clearly one v/ay: you don’t care* Hence expect no more letters, even if 
solidjitod. 

iiut tills v/ill not be my last v/ord if you do accomxiaiish wlrat can in even the slightest 
degree be hurtful to v/hat so many of us have sought for so long, for what so many Iiave 

made real sacrifices for iand I tliink you do not fit in tliis category)*
